Rev. Frazier Goes

Will Escort Hanover 
Men Into Town; Other Proj 
ects Discussed. 


The first monument to mark the 
grave of Nancy Hanks Lincoln, 
mother of the martyred Civil War 
president, was erected by Peter 
Studebaker, of South Bend, In­ 
diana, a native of Adams county, 
and member of the family inter­ 
nationally known for wagons and 
automobiles. 
This 
recently became known 
when a memorial service was held 
in the Nancy Hanks Park at Lin­ 
coln City, near Rockport, Indiana, 
and was communicated 
to The 
Gettysburg Times by the Rev. W. 
R. Rings, former resident of Get­ 
tysburg, who is pastor of Trinity 
Lutheran church, Rockport. 
For many y e a r s the grave of 
Nancy Hanks, w’ho.se influence is 
said to have done as much or more 
for Lincoln as any one single fac­ 
tor in shaping the later character 
of his life, was unmarked. Then, 
in 1879 u monument was erected 
by 
Peter 
Studebaker, of South 
Bend, 
and 
still 
later 
another 
memorial was put up. 
Twenty years ago the plot con­ 
taining the grave was purchased 
by Spencer county, Indiana, and 
later turned over to the state for 
maintenance and preservation as 
a historical shrine. 
Efforts are 
now’ being made to secure all of 
the original Thomas Lincoln farm 
and to restore it as nearly as pos­ 
sible to the condition 
in 
w’hich 
young Lincoln found it when he 
went to live in the county in 1816. 
It was in Spencer county that 
Lincoln lived fourteen years and 
received the motivating influences 
w’hich controlled his later life. 
Rockport was the town in which 
Lincoln 
borrowed 
books 
from 
lawyers and from where he left on 
a flatboat for New Orleans to 
have 
his first experience with 
slavery. 
By coincidence, both the lincoln 
and Studebaker families lived in 
Pennsylvania at one time, and 
later migrated 
into the Middle 
West. 
The Studebaker* came to Phila­ 
delphia from Rotterdam, accord­ 
ing to family history. 
Clement 
and Anna 
Studebaker, his wife, 
lived in eastern 
Adams 
county 
and western York county and are 
buried in the old cemetery, near 
East Berlin. Clement, ll, seventh 
child of Clement and Anna Stude- 
baker, was born in 1758 and died 
in 1840. 
He is buried in Mum­ 
meries cemetery’, near East Ber­ 
lin. 
John Clement Studebaker, son 
of Clement, II, w’as bom in Ad­ 
ams county in 1790. He was mar­ 
r ie d s Rebecca Molder at Ephrata, 
J.ancaster county, 
in 
October, 
1820. He died December 15, 1877, 
and his wife died April I, 1887. 
Thirteen children worn born to 
this union, among them the Peter 
Studebaker, who marked Nancy 
Hanks Lincoln’s grave.

show that John Studebaker was 
a f a i l u r e in Adams county because 
he acted as surely too often for 
others.
